Western Wassathusetts Elecirie Company 
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First Parish Church 
Stearns Has Spoken 

At the recent quarterly meeting of 
the Historieal Society held at the 
home. of Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Lazelle with Miss Elsie Scott, presi- 
dent presiding, there was presented a 
paper by our well-known citizen, 
Charles C. Stearns, upon some his- 
torical facts of the First Parish 
Church (Unitarian). He said in part: 


“From 1718 until 1832, the period 
of the first two bulidings, town taxes 
cared for the church and its ministers, 
much as in other Massachusetts 
towns. Sale of some of the town land 
provided means for erecting the first 
meeting house in the street where 
also the second building was com- 
menced in 1763, completed in five 
years, and painted red a decade later. 
Linseed oil came from local flax and 
dry red purchased in Boston. The site 
was near the present one. 

Conventionally, ministers were in 
early days, installed for life. There 
were three installations in the first 
century. Of the first four pastors, Rev. 
Doolittle, also a physician, and Rev. 
Hubbard were trained in the con-
